The Executive Force Review Committee consisting of Commander Michael Rothans, 
Commander David Fender and Commander Buddy Goldman met and reviewed the 
above case. 


FINDINGS: 

Based on the deputy being in a fight for his life and the belief the suspect was armed 
with a handgun, along with the deputy firing one round from his handgun in a 
controlled manner, the Committee determined the force used by Deputy Han was 
objectively reasonable and in compliance with Department Policy. The Committee 
also determined the tactics used by this deputy were within the Department's training 
standards. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 

The Committee recommended that Deputy Han attend the four hour Arrest and 
Control for Field Operations class. In addition, the Committee recommended the unit 
commander, Captain Christopher P. Nee, conduct a tactical debriefing with the 
involved deputy regarding this incident.

OPENING STATEMENT: 


Deputy Han, employee ENS was working Temple Unit 52, PM Shift, when he 
responded to a burglary call. Deputy Han took a residential burglary report and left the 
residence. Deputy Han canvassed the neighborhood due to a large volume of 
burglaries i rea, and contacted a neighbor, Mrs MM Deputy Han 
asked v. aii she had seen anything out of the ordinary during the times of the 
burglary of her neighbor. Mrs. old Deputy Han a Hispanic adult male, wearing a 
black baseball cap, and a black and blue shirt, had knocked on her door, and when she 
answered, he muttered something that didn't make sense, and left. 


Armed with the description of a possible burglary suspect, Deputy Han drove south on 
Doreen Avenue, toward Lower Azusa Road, when he saw a man, matching the 
possible burglar's description riding a bicycle westbound, on the north sidewalk of 
Lower Azusa Road. The suspect wore a black and blue shirt, had a black baseball cap 
on his handlebars, and also wore a black backpack. Deputy Han conducted a traffic 
stop, and the suspect initially complied. 


Deputy Han did a cursory search for weapons, during which he found a large metal 
chain locked with a padlock, wrapped around the suspect's waist and upper torso. 
Deputy Han was unable to remove the chain at that time. Not only did the suspect 
match the description of the burglar, but he also displayed obvious symptoms of being 
under the influence of a stimulant. Deputy Han detained the suspect, and placed him 
handcuffed in the backseat of his radio car. 
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Inside the car, Deputy Han un-handcuffed the suspect, and asked the suspect to 
remove the chain from his body, which the suspect did. While doing so, Deputy Han 
heard a loud metal “clink” from the suspect's waistband, but he believed it was probably 
just the sound of the chain. The suspect had no identification, and began giving Deputy 
Han various names. The name the suspect stuck with was Кул but that 
name returned no record on file on Deputy Han’s Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT). 


Deputy Han searched the suspect's backpack and found a “Dremel” tool, which 
appeared to be new, as well as a glass pipe containing Methamphetamine. Deputy 
Han then walked to the back of the radio car, intent on placing the suspect under arrest, 
and re-handcuffing him. The suspect initially complied with Han’s orders to turn away 
from him in the back seat of the car, and place his hands behind his back. When 
Deputy Han opened the car door, the suspect turned toward Deputy Han and lunged at 
him. The suspect violently attacked Deputy Han, punching him in the face and upper 
torso multiple times. Deputy Han said he “had never been hit that hard in his life,” and 
was stunned. Deputy Han tried to reach for his radio microphone attached to his 
uniform shirt, but could not reach it due to the suspect’s continued violence. Deputy 
Han was able to grab his pepper spray, and sprayed it in the suspect's direction, but 
Deputy Han was unsure if it hit the suspect. 


The suspect then grabbed the butt of Deputy Han's duty weapon and tried to remove it 
from the holster. Deputy Han pushed down on the locking mechanism of his holster, 
and then shoved the suspect backwards as hard as he could. The suspect fell back 
into the seat of the radio car. Deputy Han attempted to close the radio car door, but the 
suspect kicked the door open, and then with both feet, kicked Deputy Han in the chest. 
The suspect then kicked the radio car door a second time. Not wanting to get hit by the 
radio car door, Deputy Han staggered backwards away from the threat. The suspect 
exited the radio car and ran in a southeast direction. 


Deputy Han regained his balance, and then saw the suspect turn back toward him. The 
suspect was 15-20 feet away from him, when he saw the suspect reach toward his 
waistband. The suspect removed a black object, believed to be a handgun, and 
pointed it toward Deputy Han. Deputy Han drew his Beretta and fired one round at the 
suspect. The suspect again ran in a southeast direction. Still suffering the effects of 
the suspect's violence, Deputy Han did not pursue the suspect, but did run east down 
the sidewalk to maintain a visual of the suspect, and broadcast over the radio. As 
Deputy Han ran, he utilized available trees and street light poles as cover. The suspect 
fled across the street from Deputy Han, behind a strip mall, and out of Deputy Han's 
sight. 


A lengthy containment and search of the area, which included SEB canine, as well as a 
scent dog, met with negative results. The suspect was not located at that time. 
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Deputy Han was taken to Irwindale Medical Center where he was treated and released. 
He was then transported to Temple Sheriff station (Refer to Exhibit A, for Deputy Han's 
report). 


No witnesses to the shooting were identified (Refer to Exhibits B through H, 
supplemental reports by assisting deputies documenting their actions during this 
incident). 


In the weel ing the incident, Temple Sheriff Station Detective Craig Johnson, 
employee was given possible suspect information by an informant (Refer to 
Exhibit 1, for supplemental report, wanted flyer and a copy of a photograph of suspect's 
bicycle). 


Temple Sheriff Station handling Detectiv hough investigation and a positive 
identification by Deputy Han, identified the suspect as Eduardo Sanchez (Refer to 
Exhibit J, Det cov MM сег, report, and "six- pack" photos). Suspect 
Sanchez was placed under surveillance by the Major Crimes Bureau Apprehension 
Team, and with the assistance of Temple Sheriff Station personnel he was arrested 
(Refer to Exhibit K, SH-R-49). Suspect Sanchez fought with deputies during his arrest 
(Refer to Exhibits L through P, Supervisors Use of Force Form, and Supplemental 
Reports by assisting deputies).

IAB Note: | ffairs Bureau Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks, 
employee A checked to see that the Watch Commander, 
Lieutenant Timothy Murakami, employee A took reasonable steps 
to ensure that the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the 
incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators, and that the involved and 
witness personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Stefanie 
Fredericks checked to see if the Watch Commander attempted to have 
involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor, 
Sergeant Ryan Bergner, employee ш until they have provided а 
statement to the assigned investigators.

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INJURIES: 

Deputy Han suffered pain and swelling to the right side of his face. He also had 
abrasions and minor bleeding on his arms and hands, as well as bruising on his upper 
chest area and right knee (Refer to Exhibit S, copy of a photograph of Deputy Han's 
injuries). 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


There was no notable physical evidence (Refer to Exhibit T, documentation of 
evidence by crime lab). 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 


The shooting occurred during daylight hours. Responding Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants walked through the crime scene and noted the area was illuminated from 
overhead street lights (Refer to Exhibit U, diagrams of crime scene). 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Han fired one round from his department issued Beretta 92FS, 9mm Luger 
caliber semi-automatic pistol, bearing serial number ВЕН utilizing department 
issued 9mm Luger caliber cartridges. The weapon and ammunition were found to be 
within specifications consistent with the Beretta pistol (Refer to Exhibit V, copy of 
firearm description from crime lab).

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The lighting and weather conditions were consistent with a clear sunny day in January 
2012. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. 
Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
recorded interviews and transcriptions. 


Deputy Han: 


Haynes, employee E | and Sergeant Carlos Flores, employee #| on 
February 9, 2012. He was represented by Alfonso Estrada of the Law Offices of Green 
and Shinee. 


Deputy Han was interviewed at the Internal Affairs Bureau Offices by m Laura 


Deputy Han essentially told the same account as documented in his first report. He 
said he was patrolling the area known for frequent burglaries. 


Deputy Han had received information from a neighbor, close to where a residential 
burglary had occurred, giving a description of a suspicious person at her door step. 


Deputy Han said within fifteen minutes of obtaining a possible burglary suspect 
description, he saw a male hispanic matching the description, riding a bicycle. Deputy 
Han detained the suspect regarding a possible burglary investigation. 

Deputy Han said he patted the suspect down for weapons and found a large chain with 
a padlock wrapped around the suspect's waist. 
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Deputy Han also recognized Suspect Sanchez to be under the influence of a controlled 
substance. Deputy Han handcuffed Suspect Sanchez. Deputy Han placed Suspect 
Sanchez in the back seat of his radio car, pending his transport to the station for 
booking. A subsequent search of Suspect Sanchez’ property revealed a glass narcotic 
pipe, containing methamphetamine and a new Dremel tool. Deputy Han ran the 
suspect's name that he gave, numerous times through his MDT, but no 
record on file returned. 


Deputy Han returned to the suspect, un-handcuffed him, and told him to remove the 
large metal chain and padlock. Deputy Han told the suspect to turn away from him to 
be re-handcuffed, and place his hands behind his back. Deputy Han said initially the 
suspect complied, then quickly spun, and lunged half way out of the radio car and 
began punching Deputy Han in the face. Deputy Han said it was all he could do to 
attempt to defend himself. Deputy Han said he was able to reach for his pepper spray 
and sprayed at the suspect. Deputy Han said he did not know if the spray was 
effective. He could now feel the suspect pulling on his duty weapon, attempting to 
remove it from the holster. Deputy Han said he was afraid for his life and pushed down 
on his weapon to engage the locking mechanism. 


Deputy Han said he somehow pushed Suspect Sanchez back into the radio car, where 
he landed on his buttocks. Deputy Han attempted to close the radio car door, but 
Suspect Sanchez, with both feet, kicked it open, and kicked Deputy Han in the chest. 
Deputy Han said this attack “dazed” him, and he moved backward. Suspect Sanchez 
escaped from the back seat of the radio car and took off running in a southeasterly 
direction across Lower Azusa Road. 


Deputy Han said the violent attack from Suspect Sanchez left him injured, and he did 
not give chase. He utilized cover, and watched the suspect as he broadcasted the 
incident. Deputy Han said when the suspect was approximately fifteen to twenty feet 
from him, Suspect Sanchez turned his body halfway, and with both his hands toward 
his waistband, produced a dark object. Deputy Han perceived this movement and 
retrieval of a dark object to be a weapon and Deputy Han fired one round at the 
suspect. The suspect continued running and out of view. Deputy Han immediately 
broadcast that a deputy involved shooting had occurred. 


IAB Note: Deputy Han said he was not sure if he had hit the suspect, but 
did observe after he fired one round, the suspect appeared to limp as he 
was running away. When Suspect Sanchez was apprehended, he was 
seen medically for the injuries he sustained during his force with the 
arresting deputies. No evidence of a gun shot wound was documented. 
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WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


There were no eye witnesses identified to Deputy Han’s shooting. Of those witnesses 
identified by Temple Sheriff Station personnel as hearing the shooting, or observed 
Deputy Han after the shooting, the following information is provided. 


м 2 interviewed by Detective [EE January 2, 2012. He said he 


was outside of a residence eating lunch when he heard one gunshot. He immediately 
looked up and saw a deputy running eastbound, on the north sidewalk of Lower Azusa 
Road. Mr. MM 2: he saw the deputy putting out radio traffic. V Nic 


as the deputy was running, he saw a male hispanic running southeast. across all lanes 
of traffic. The suspect appeared to be limping on his right leg. mo o SM he 
watched the suspect continue to run south and out of view. 


Mr interviewed by Detective. ary 2, 2012. He said he 
was eating lunch with a co-worker, Mr. Mr. stated he heard one 


gunshot and immediately looked up and saw a deputy running eastbound on the north 


sidewalk of lower Azusa Avenue. He also observed the deputy broadcasting on his 
radio. Mr, said he saw the suspect running southeast across all lanes of 


traffic limping slightly on his right leg. 


IAB Note: Mr EB anc Mr vere - on the residence 


they were eating lunch in front of. Their work truck 
EE. parked on Lower Azusa Road. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Sanchez was interviewed by Detective and Sergeant Steinwand of 
Temple Sheriff Station Detective Bureau, as well as Detective Faulkner of Major Crimes 
Bureau. Suspect Sanchez acknowledged he escaped custody from the backseat of 
Deputy Han’s radio car. Suspect Sanchez said he only had to “push” past the deputy to 
escape, and denied ever kicking or punching the deputy. Suspect Sanchez told 
Detective M as he was running away from Deputy Han, he did reach his hands 
toward his waistband, and he could see how the deputy might interpret that action as 
reaching for a weapon. 


IAB Note: During Detective IEEE interview with Suspect Sanchez , he 
explained the suspect's actions of running from Deputy Han, blading his 
body toward the deputy, coupled with his hands reaching toward his 
waistband, were interpreted by Deputy Han as movements by the suspect 
reaching for a weapon. Initially in the interview, Suspect Sanchez was 
adamant his actions could not be construed as concealing a weapon. 
After it was explained to the suspect by the detective regarding the 
suspect's aggressive attack on Deputy Нап, and subsequent fleeing from 
the radio car, Suspect Sanchez admitted his actions were consistent with 
a suspect attempting to remove a handgun from his waistband. 


Suspect Sancl id Deputy Han did utilize his pepper spray, but it had no effect on 
him. SP cy rt in his Supplemental report that no mention was 
made by him to Suspect Sanchez attempting to remove Deputy Han's weapon from the 
holster. However, Suspect Sanchez volunteered information to Detectives that he did 
not attempt to remove the deputy's weapon. 


Suspect Sanchez was asked why he ran from the deputy, and he told Detectives he 
had an outstanding warrant and was afraid. 
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
